The ‘Board of Commissioners at 
their last meeting passed an order in- 
strneting the County Attoraey to 
take the necessary steps to bring ac- 
tien against parties interferiog with 
the natural flow of the river. As we 
understand the matter, this is not in- 
tended to be the commencement of 
the suit, but only a part of the pro- 
gramme haid down by the Legislature 
last winter, which divides the expense 
between the State and this county. 
A Board of Examiners will no doubt 
make a report on the matter so that 
the best means can be taken to secure 
the rights of all. There seems to be 
but little difference of opinion on the 
subject of the dame at the outlet of 
the lake. That vast basin is a natur- 
al reservoir for the whole Truckee 
Valley, and the enly way te make it 
useful is to hold back the water when 
there is a flood, and let it out grad- 
ually as the supply fails. There 
should be no monopely of this great 
reservoir, however, aod the gevern- 
ment should see that it is used so as 
to give the greatest benefit to the 
greatest number.

That was a remarkable bolt trom 
the New York State Convention at 
Syracuse the other day. The conven- 
tion was one of the most turbulent of 
“deliberative” ass¢mblies.

Should New York 
go Republican in the November elec- 
tion, the prospects will be good for 
the electi#M of a Republican President 
next year.

At twenty minutes to 12 o'clock on 
Wednesday morning the water of the 
Hudson about a quarter of a mile 
from the Sing Sing shore was agitated 
in a peculiar manner. Ashore there 
was hardly a breath of air stirring, 
and nowhere else on the river was 
there any commotion. Presently a 
large gray cloud drifted across thesky 
ail hanging nearly over the disturb- 
ed waters, began to bulge downward 
toward the river, and after a few sec- 
onds a thin thread of water shot up 
from the agitated surface and entered 
the cloud.

There are eight men in 
the list over sixty years of age, and 
five under fifty years, the others be- 
ing between fifty and sixty. Ohio, of 
course, supplies the most numerous 
crowd, seven, while New York furni- 
shes six aspirants. 

The Times continues: The eight 
gentlemen — five Republicans and 
three Democrats—who appear to take 
the lead in the raee are (to arrange 
them alphabetically so that no hegrts 
may be broken): Thomas A. Bayard, 
James G. Blaine, Roscoe Conkling, 
George F. Edmunds, U. 8.

It could 
only bring pain to the lost friend, 
instead of conviocing him of any re- 
spect and affection. If we of the car- 
nal minded, may be allowed to say so, 
it is a real pleasure to hear a minister 
talk upon matters that concern our 
business and temporal affairs. Law- 
yers talk about law, and preachers 
about religion so much, that other 
subjects become distasteful to them; 
but if they took time and crammed on 
outside topics once in a while, it would 
liven things up very much, without 
in the least detracting from the dignity 
of the cloth. We do not recommend 
Talmadgeism, Cookism er Kalloch- 
ism, but no two men see things exact- 
ly alike, and the opinions of men 
trained to put their conviction into 
words are interesting and valuable. 


The planters of Cuba, in view of the 
inevitable abolition of slavery on the

Big Crops and Important Improve- 
ments -Good Land fer the Taking.

B.D. ya moved out 
into the valley, near Hayden’s ranch, 
about the 15th of June last, and has 
twenty acres of alfalfa growing nicely, 
avd from six to fifteen inches in hight. 
W. P. Vanmeter sowed some fifteen 
acres of alfalf# last May, with grain. 
He has threshed about twenty-five 
bushels of wheat per acre, and expects 
te cut two and a half tons of hay per 
acre this fall from the same land. 
James Gault has suwn some sixty 
acres of alfalfa this season that look 
well. In fact, the farmers are all ju- 
bilant over their prospects. 

Our county road through the valley 
has been very bad all summer, on 
account of our Road Supervisor losing 
himself ; but, I understand he has 
found himself again, and all will be 
well in the course of himnan events.

IMPLEMENTS OF STONE. 


Bits of History from Farly Ages—-The 

W Obsidian Spears and Arrow Heads 
of The Indians--Their Manufacture 
Not a Lest Art--How the California 
indians Make Them. 


Extracts from a paper read by B. B. Red- 
ding before the California Academy of 
Sciences. 


Flint, obsidian, chert and other hard 
stones having a conchoidal fracture, 
manufactured into forms to be used as 
axes, chisels, knives, scrapers, spear 
and arrow-heads, are found in nee 
ail parts of the world. They areal- 
most the only remains ef a race of 
people who inhabited the earth at a 
period so remote that they were con- 
temporaneous with the wooly elephant, 
the cave bear, the Irish elk, and other 
animals now extinct. These imple- 
ments are often found in connection 
with the remains of these and other 
fossil animals. Ia ove instance, io 
Denmark, a stone arrow-head was 
found imbedded in the Lone of a deer, 
the whole family of which bas been so 
long extinct that they are only now 
known from their fossil remains. The 
people who made the stone implements 
lived in Palestine ages before Tubal 
Cain, and in Egypt long before the 
first Pharoah. Their flint knives, 
axes and arrow- heads have been found 
in Europe from Greece to Norway, 
and from France to the Steppes of 
Russia. In Asia, from India and the 
Malay Archipelago to Japan and 
Kamtchatka. In America, from 
Greenland aod Alaska south through 
the United States, the West Indies, 
the Valley of the Amazon,and Peru to 
Terra del Fuego. They seem to prove 
that man was originally a savage; 
that he lived by fishing and the chase, 
and that civilization is the result of a 
long, slew and tedious process of evo- 
lution. There is a great similarity io 
these stone weapons and implements 
wherever 


FOUND THROUGHOUT THE WORLD, 


A spear-head or scraper, an arrow- 
head or celt from Eoglaud could not, 
by its shape or peculiarity of manu- 
facture, be distinguisbed from similar 
instrumeots found ia Denmark, Pal- 
estine, Japan or South America. The 
stones used night differ, but the mode 
of manufacture and general shape are 
nearly always the same. How our 
pre-historic ancestors could have made 
these stone implements ages before 
the discovery of the use of bronze or 
iron has been the subject of many 
speculations among archaeologists, aud 
many theories have been advanced in 
support. of these speculations. The 
general conclusion has been that they 
were Chipped into the shapes we find 
them by biows from sma! stone ham- 
mers. While visiting the United 
States fishery a few Tihs since I ex- 
pressed a wish to Deputy U.S. Fish 
Commissioner Livingston Stone, who 
has acyuired a knowledge of the Win- 
toon language, that one of the best 
arrew-head makers of the tribe should 
make in my presence a stone arrow- 
head, using oply such tools and im- 
plements for the purpose as were in 
use by the Indians beforé their con- 
tact with white men. These people 
are only now emerging from the stone 
age, and a record of their manufac- 
ture of stone implements may give au 
illustration of the methods pursued by 
our ancestors in the Palaeolithic Age, 
10 or 12 or more thousands of years 
ago, when they lived upon the pro- 
ducts of the chase of the fossil deer, 
the auervchs and the cave bear. 
Promptly at 3 o’clock came Conso!u- 
lu, an old man between 68 and 72, 
gray haired, but erect and vigcrous. 
He had been for many years chief of 
his tribe, and was elected chief when a 
young man because alone and unaided 
he bad 


KILLED A GRIZZLY BEAR WITH HIS BOW. 


He brought, tied in a deer skin, a 
piece ef obsidian weighing about a 
pound; a fragmentiof deer-horn split 
from a prong lengthwise, about four 
inches in length and half an inch in 
diameter, and ground off squarely at 
the ends, this left each eni a semi- 
circle; two deer prongs with the puints 
ground down into the shape of a 
square sharp-pointed file, oue of these 
being much smaller than the other. 
He had also seme pieces of iron wire 
tied to wooden handles, and ground 
into the same shapes. These le used 
in preferpnce to deer prongs, since the 
white men came to the country, be- 
cause they were harder and did not 
require sharpening so frequently. 
Wien asked where he obtained the 
obsidian, he answered from a place on 
the north side of Mount Shasta 
—about 60 miles distant; that, in for- 
mer days, the land where it was found 
wasclaimed by the Yreka Indians, 
and as this stone was wanted by the 
Trinity Indians, the Yrekas and the 
Modocs, as well as the Wiatoons, it 
was rarely obtained without a battle. 
The piece be had was a light blue in 
color, and he valued it at $20; he stat- 
el that if it were white it would be 


that white obsidian is harder, or is 
worked with greater ease. Its increas. 
ed value is probably based on its 
rarity. After stating that in 
he had twice been wounded 
with arrows, once.io the shoulder and 
gnce through the calf of the right leg, 
and showing the scars above the ank 


in a few minutes—he cémmenced the 
operation of + 
MAKING A STONE ARROW-HEAD. 

Holding the piece uf obsidian in the 
hollow of his left hand, he placed be- 
tween the first and secend fingers of 
the same hand the split piece of ‘deer 
hora first described, the straight edge 
of the split deer horn restivg agaiast 
about a fourth of an inch cf the edge 
of the obsidian, this being about the 
thickness of the flake he desired to 
split off. Then, with a small round 
water-worn stone, he with his right 
hand struck the other end of the split 
deer horn a sharp blow. The first 
attempt resu!ted in failure. A flake 
was split off, but the blow also shat- 
tered the flake at the same time into 
small fragments. He then repeated 
the operation, apparently holding the 
split deer horn more carefully avd 
firmly against ‘he edge of the large 
piece of obsidian. The next blow was 
successful. A perfect flake was ob- 
tained, showing the conchoidal fract- 
ure peculiar to obsidian. This I pur- 
chased, and instructed him to split off 
another from which to make the arrow- 
head. He repeated the operation, and 
was again successful, and I have ne 
doubt he could, with only an occa- 
sional failure, have split up the whole 
piece in a few minutes iato shapes for 
spear-heads, knives and scrapers. The 
shape naturally taken by the obsidian 
when split off in this manner is that 
of  spear-head, avd it could be put to 
use for this purpose with but slight 
alteration. The thickness of the flake 
to be split off depends upon the near- 
ness or distance from the edge of the 
obsidian on which the straight edge of 
the split deer-hora is held at the time 
the blow is struck,

Their Value as Fertilizers—How They 
are Ploughed In—The Habits of the 
Bird in Florida.

Wapsworrn, Nev., Sept. 22d. 

Ep. Gazerre:—The seeming dull- 
ness of the little town of Wadsworth 
is more presuming than actual, nor 
does it prevent an ex-quilldriver from 
finding items, which are ot interest to 
the county readers of the Gazerre, 
and which indicate, in a meagre way, 
the activities of this place. 

Here is a village of 400 inhabitants, 
located at the great bend of the Truc- 
kee, and in juxtaposition to the great 
desert which extends for miles to the 
east. Barren hills surround us on all 
sides. A large basin covered with 
sand, on which little or no vegetable 
life save the inviucible sagebrush may 
grow; an occasional lizard and horned 


toad has survived in the struggle for 
existence, and, at intervals of time, 
the persistent sage hen, which vature 
kindly provides for, quite miraculeus- 
ly can subsist. Through this once 
ertile area the noble Truckee, doubly 
endeared to us, meanders. The iron 
rail has linked us to the more favored 
tracts. The shriek ofthe locomotive 
dispels the almost insurmountable dif- 
ficulties, makes possible our resvurces 
and instructs us io the contest for pos- 
itive success, We live, and the fol- 
lowing gives the reader some concep- 
tion of our status. 


EDUCATIONAL. 


Last June several employes of the 
C. P. R. R. conceived and matured 
plans tor a public library, and on the 
80th of that month organized what is 
known as the “Engineers and.

CONCERNING FUNERALS. 
Rev. Mr. Jenvey’s Discourse in Trisity 
Charch Yesterday Morning. 


After introducing his theme Sun- 
day morning, Mr. Jenvey suid as fol- 
lows. I wantto speak to you there 
fore upon the subject of furerals. I 
want to speak plainly, and yet J want 
to speak in all love and kindness. I 
here solemnly protest that I am not 
referring to a single individual, or to 
asingice funeral. I am speaking in 
general terms, anc I can do so all the 
more freely as the last three or four 
which have taken place from this 
church have been conducted quietly, 
reverently, and without ostentatious 
display. 

In the first place, I believe. it to be 
wholly and morally wrong to exhibit 
acorpse in caurch to the curious 
gaze of all. I sometimes wonder 
that the insulted ghost of the dead 
person does not haunt the dreams of 
the unthinking friends for permitting 
such athing. Itis wrong for two of 
many reasons. First, it is an insult 
to the dead person. Think of the 
pinched and wasted features: Think 
of the distressed and agonized expres- 
sion which is often left the 
death »gony is over: Think of the 
sickening odor which is often en.itted 
when mortification has set in: Think 
of the many disagreeable, horrifying 
things which so eften attend the dead 
and decaying body of a departed one, 
and then think of exhibiting these to 
the rude and staring gaze of curious 
persons, who have no interest what- 
ever in the dead person, and whe only 
look at the corpse to gratify the de- 
sire of a morbid curiosity! Think of 
these things, and then say if you ean, 
that it is not an insult to the departed 
one! What one of you would want to 
be made such a spectacle of? What

one, and @ grave wrong. 
Again, it is wrong, because it grat- 
ifies and cultivates this morbid and 
wrongful curiosity. How few of us | 
realize how strong this passion grows; 
how soon the desire to see dead per- 
sons increases; and how hurtful it is. 
The body is® sacred thing of God's 
creation. It is not a curious thing to 
be gaped at by curious persons. | 
believe it to be wholly and morally 
wrong to exhibit it in church and, 
being wrong, of course it ought not 
tobe done. I ask therefore that the 
custom be no longer continued in 
thischurch. I ask that it be no 
longer expected, for it cannot be al- 
lowed. It is against the principles of 
the church, as wel] as against the dic- 
tates of good taste. The last look 
should be taken at the house. That 
is the proper place, and there it is 
rfectly right. No true friend ob- 
jects to going there. If they wish 
again to see the remains of cne whom 
they have known and loved in life, 
the house of that friend is the proper 
place. Thechurch certainly is not. 
And, therefore, from this time on, in 
this church, the lid of a coffin can 
never be lifted so that the pinched, 
wasted, decaying, yet sacred body, 
may be exposed to the rude gaze of 
curious sight seers. And again, I 
believe it wholly avd morally wrong 
to make promiscuous funeral ad- 
dresses. The reasons for this are ob. 
vious and strong. In the first place, 
if the friends are ing real affliction, 
they are in no mental condition to lis 
ten. They are more or less stupified. 
Their thoughts are so distracted that 
the words of an address fall upon un- 
hearing and unheeding ears. In such 
acase an addressis manifestly out 
of place. While if the friends are not 
in real affliction, then for even a 
stronger reason, the address is out of 
lace. 

But a still stronger reason for not 
making promiscuous funeral addresses 
lies even behind this. As a rule, a 
minister is expected to make an ad- 
dress, not for the purpose of pointing 
out God’s wisdom; not for the purpose 
of showing His loving providence 
even in death, but furthe sole and 
avowed =e ‘of eulogizing the 
dead. It makes no difference whether 
his life has been a pure one or not; 
whether he has been a. good citizen, 
father, husband, friend, or not; 
whether he has lived as a decent 
Christian man should live, or not, he 
is dead, his funeral is public, and 
therefore the minister is expected to 
paint his character in the brightest 
possible colors, send him straight and 
swift to Heaven, and this, in the face, 
often, of the most outrageous life and 
immoral conduct. I believe that no

I am not 
giving my Own eXperience alene in 
this matter, 1 have carefully talked it 
over with others, and have read their 
written Opinions. 

They all bear testimony to the 
same stern fact. They all agree that 
in every case, an injury is done some- 
where. Either society is injured by 
a bad man prized and eulogized, or 
their friends are made miserable by 
having him censured and condemned, 
or the church is stained by the un- 
called for eulogies and laudations by 
one of her ministers. In every way 
you look at it, an injury is done, and 
not only an injery, but a downright 
harm and wrong. And since this is 
true, I fer one, cannot, in conscience 
and in sincerity, deliver promiscuous 
funeral addresses. There are times 
when a lovely saint dier, when a ser- 
mon is mst fitting and appropriate. 
But this should be delivered, not at 
the time of the funeral, not when 
grief is so keen that the werds are 
unheeded, but at some subsequent 
period. This shall be my future rule. 
Our burial service is made up entirely 
ot the word of God. Neither I nor 
any man can improveon that. The 
committal service is se nearly made 
up of God’s word that even so schol- 
arlya man as Heory Ward Beecher 
once mistook a portion of it for the 
word of God, when it was not. Se 
then I can not improve on that. And 
if J can not improve it, why should I 
blur and mar it by any words of my, 
own? Again I say, while I have 
tried to speak plainly, I still have en- 
deavored to speak kindly and in love. 
Iagain solemnly say, that I have 
not referred to a single individual, or 
to a single funeral. I have spoken in 
general terms. 

I ask the congregation to support 
me in this matter. _[am taking this 
step, not tosatisfy any whim of my 
own, but in the interests of propriety, 
in the interests of religion, and in the 
interests of the church. If you do
